HUDSON  &  MANHATTAN  RAILROAD 

(Hudson  Tunnel  System) 

The  Hudson  Tunnels,  connecting  New  York  with  New  Jersey, 
have  stations  on  the  New  York  side  as  follows:  6th  Ave.  at  33rd  St., 
28th  St.,  23rd  St.,  19th  St.,  14th  St.,  9th  St.,  Christopher  St.,  bet. 
Hudson  and  Greenwich  Sts.,  and  the  direct  line  from  the  Hudson 
Terminal  at  Cortlandt  St.  On  the  New  Jersey  side  for  trains  marked 
Hoboken  stations  are:  Exchange  Place,  Erie  (Erie  R.  R.  station), 
Hoboken  Terminal  (Delaware,  Lackawanna  &  Western  R.  R.  sta- 
tion); for  trains  marked  Jersey  City  and  Newark:  Exchange  Place, 
Grove  St.,  Summit  Ave.,  Manhattan  Transfer  (Pennsylvania  R.  R. 
station),  Harrison,  Park  Place  (Newark).  Trains  run  every  few 
minutes. 

ELEVATED  RAILWAYS 
(Interborough  Rapid  Transit  Co.) 

There  are  four  elevated  railway  lines  in  New  York: 

Third  Avenue  and  Bronx  Park  Line: — From  South  Ferry  to  Bronx 
Park  (Botanical  Gardens) .  Trains  marked  City  Hall  leave  the  main 
line  at  Chatham  Square.  A  34th  St.  branch  extends  from  3rd  Ave. 
along  34th  St.  east  to  the  Long  Island  ferry.  A  42nd  St.  branch  runs 
from  3rd  Ave.  along  42nd  St.  west  to  the  Grand  Central  Station. 

Second  Avenue  Line: — From  South  Ferry  to  129th  St.,  where  there 
is  free  transfer  to  the  Third  Avenue  Line.  Trains  also  cross  the 
Queensboro  Bridge  and  operate  to  Astoria  and  Corona. 

Sixth  Avenue  Line: — From  South  Ferry  to  Woodlawn.  Trains 
leave  6th  Ave.  at  53rd  St.,  crossing  to  9th  and  Columbus  Aves., 
and  continue  to  110th  St.,  to  8th  Ave.,  to  Woodlawn.  Line  extends 
also  from  53rd  St.  to  58th  St.  and  6th  Ave. 

Ninth  Avenue  Line: — From  South  Ferry  to  Woodlaw^n  during  rush 
hours.  Non-rush  hour  trains  operate  to  135th  St.  where  transfer 
can  be  made  to  2nd  Ave.  line. 

SURFACE  CAR  LINES 

Practically  every  avenue  except  Fifth  Avenue,  Park  Avenue  and  1 
Riverside  Drive  has  a  surface  car  line  running  North  and  South. 
In  the  main,  these  lines  travel  the  greater  part  of  their  route  on  the 
avenue  from  which  they  take  their  name.

OMNIBUSES 

The  omnibus  system  in  New  York  is  operated  by  the  Fifth  Avenue 
Coach  Company  (all  fares,  ten  cents).  Buses  carry  on  the  front  an 
illuminated  sign  which  bears  a  large  number  corresponding  with  the 
numbers  in  the  following  schedule,  together  with  a  brief  indication  of 
their  routes,  and  also  shows  in  white  letters  on  a  red  ground  the 
terminal  to  which  destined  (such  as  Fort  George  or  Pennsylvania 
Station) . 

1.  Fifth  Avemie: — Washington  Square  to  110th  St.,  through  Wash- 
ington Arch,  passing  Flatiron  Building,  Metropolitan  Tower,  Madison 
Square  Garden,  Pubhc  Library,  St.  Patrick's  Cathedral,  and  many 
of  the  better  known  clubs  and  hotels;  the  city's  most  distinctive 
residential  district;   the  Menagerie;  Museum  of  Art. 

(Shuttle  service  from  110th  St.  north  to  135th  St.,  passing  Mount 
Morris  Park.) 

2.  Fifth  and  Seventh  Avenues: — Follows  Service  No.  1  on  5th  Ave., 
to  110th  St.,  thence  to  7th  Ave.  to  125th  St. 

3.  Fifth  and  St.  Nicholas  Avenues: — Follows  Service  No.  2  on  5th 
Ave.  and  UOth  St.,  continues  on  UOth  St.  to  Manhattan  Ave., 
thence  to  St.  Nicholas  Ave.  to  Fort  George  (193rd  St.).  Includes 
points  of  interest  on  Service  No.  1  and  also  passes  Cathedral  of  St. 
John  the  Divine,  Mdrningside  Park,  College  of  the  City  of  New 
York,  Polo  Grounds,  Washington's  Headquarters,  Morris  House  and 
Jumel  Mansion. 

4.  Fifth  Avemte,  Cathedral  Parkivay  and  Riverside  Drive: — Leaves 
Pennsylvania  Station  traversing  32nd  St.,  5th  Ave.,  110th  St.  and 
Cathedral  Parkway,  Riverside  Drive,  135th  St.  and  Broadway  to 
168th  St.  Passes  Cathedral  of  St.  John  the  Divine,  Grant's  Tomb, 
Museums  of  the  American  Indian,  the  Hispanic  Society,  American 
Geographical  Society  and  Numismatic  Society. 

5.  Fifth  Avenue,  57th  Street,  Riverside  Drive  and  Broadway: — 5th 
Ave,  from  Washington  Square  to  57th  St.,  Broadway,  72nd  St., 
Riverside  Drive,  135th  St.,  Broadway  to  168th  St.  Passes  Carnegie 
Hall,  Columbus  Monument  and  Maine  Memorial  at  59th  St.;  Auto- 
mobile Row;  view  of  Hudson  River  and  Palisades  from  72nd  St.  to 
135th  St.,  including  Man-of-War  Anchorage.  Passes  Soldiers'  and 
Sailors'  Monument  (89th  St.),  Joan  of  Arc  Statue  (92nd  St.),  Fire- 
men's Memorial  Staircase  (100th  St.);  also  points  of  interest  in 
Service  No.  4  north  of  110th  St.

6.  y2nd  Street  Crosstoivn: — E.  72nd  St.  from  1st  Ave.  to  5th  Ave., 
57th  St.,  Broadway,  W.  72nd  St.  to  Central  Park  W.,  passing  Car- 
negie Hall,  Columbus  Monument,  Maine  Memorial,  and  Automobile 
Row. 

7.  Washington  Heights  and  Harlem  Line: — 125th  St.  and  7th  Ave. 
to  155th  St.  viaduct  to  Edgecombe  Road  to  167th  St.,  to  St.  Nicholas 
Ave.,  to  Fort  George  (193rd  St.).  Includes  points  of  interest  as  fol- 
lows: View  of  the  Harlem  River  and  its  rowing  clubs,  Polo  Grounds, 
Washington's  Headquarters,  Morris  House  and  Jumel  Mansion 
(160th  St.). 

8.  Pennsylvania  Station  to  5th  Ave.,  57th  St.,  Riverside  Drive, 
Broadway,  St.  Nicholas  Ave.  to  Fort  George  (193rd  St.) .  For  points 
of  interest  see  Services  Nos.  4  and  5. 

9.  Central  Park  West  and  Washington  Square  Line: — West  72nd 
St.  and  Central  Park  West  to  Broadway,  to  57th  St.,  to  5th  Ave.,  to 
Washington  Square.  Passes  Carnegie  Hall,  Columbus  Monument 
and  Maine  Memorial  at  59th  St.  and  along  Route  No.  1. 

(Transfers  are  given  between  buses  in  one  general  direction.) 

TAXICABS 

Taxicabs  may  be  picked  up  on  any  main  thoroughfare,  and  there 
are  also  cab  stands  in  many  of  the  squares  and  in  the  side  streets 
adjoining  the  avenues.    The  legal  rate  for  public  cabs  is  as  follows: 
One  or  Two  Persons 

First  half  mile 30c. 

Each  quarter  mile  thereafter 10c. 

Three  or  More  Persons 

First  half  mile 40c. 

Each  one-sixth  mile  thereafter 10c, 

Public  taxicabs  all  start  their  meters  at  30  cents,  but  this  does 
not  apply  to  private  taxicab  companies  which  have  different  rates. 
A  charge  of  20  cents  may  be  made  for  each  trunk,  but  bags  are  car- 
ried free.

There  are  only  two  terminal  railway  stations  on  Manhattan  Island: 
Grand  Central  Station,  42nd  Street  between  Madison  and

(New  York  State,  New  England  and  the  West) 
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RAILWAY  STATIONS— Continued 

The  Putnam  Division  of  the  New  York  Central  6*  Hudson  River 
Railroad  connects  with  trains  leaving  the  Grand  Central,  but  its 
terminus  is  really  at  Sedgwick  Avenue,  which  may  be  reached  by  the 
Sixth  Avenue  or  Ninth  Avenue  Elevated. 

The  surburban  trains  of  the  Harlem  River  Branch  of  the  New  York, 
New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  do  not  run  to  the  Grand  Central 
Station,  but  connect  at  Harlem  River  with  the  trains  of  the  Third 
Avenue  Elevated,  and  at  Hunts  Point  Avenue,  the  Bronx,  with  local 
trains  of  the  Lexington-4th  Avenue  Line  of  the  Subway. 

Pennsylvania  Station,  31st  to  33rd  Streets  and  7th  Avenue, 
terminus  of  the  Pennsylvania  System  (South  and  West) ,  and  of  the 
Long  Island  Railroad,  which  has  also  a  station  in  Long  Island  City, 
reached  by  means  of  the  34th  Street  Ferry,  and  a  station  at  Flatbush 
Avenue,  Brooklyn  (Subway  to  Atlantic  Avenue). 

The  New  York,  Westchester  &  Boston  Railway  Station  is  at 
Harlem  River,  and  may  be  reached  by  the  Third  Avenue  Elevated 
to  129th  Street  and  then  by  shuttle  to  the  Harlem  River  Station;  or 
by  the  Subway  on  a  Bronx  Park  Express  to  East  180th  Street. 

The  other  stations  are  on  the  New  Jersey  side  of  the  Hudson  River 
and  except  the  Central  Railroad  of  New  Jersey  and  West  Shore 
Railroad  may  be  reached  directly  by  means  of  the  Hudson  Tunnels 
(stations  given  on  page  10) .

Central  Railroad  of  New  Jersey  Station,  Communipaw, 
ferries  from  Liberty  Street  and  West  23rd  Street  (passenger  service 
run  in  connection  with  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio  Railroad,  Lehigh  Valley 
Railroad  and  Philadelphia  &  Reading  Railroad) . 

West  Shore  Railroad  Station,  Weehawken,  ferries  from  West 
42nd  Street  or  Cortlandt  Street  (run  in  connection  with  the  New  York 
Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  and  New  York,  Ontario  & 
Western  Railroad) . 
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CHURCHES 

The  usual  hours  for  services  in  Protestant  Churches  are  11  a.m. 
and  8  p.m.,  and  a  number  of  the  larger  Episcopal  Churches  have 
vespers  at  4  p.m.  The  Saturday  evening  papers  contain  lists  of  ser- 
vices and  preachers.  The  Catholic  Churches  generally  have  mass  at 
5,  6,  7,  8,  9,  10  and  11.  Synagogues  have  services  at  10.30  Satur- 
day, and  5.30  Friday  or  Saturday  evenings,  as  well  as  Sunday  at  11.
